SUMMARY OF LIVESTOCK STATISTICS, YEAR 1938. 


Ie SHEEP AND WOOL. 

1, Number of Sheep. The sheep flocks on December 31st 1938 numbered 
9,936,586 (8,904,402) an increase of 1,032,18) on the record of 8,904,102 
last year. The flocks were classified as follows :- Ewes 5,160,112 
(4,559,997); Wethers 2,391,652 (2,183,312); Rams 135,262 (118,771); 

Under 1 year old 2,246,550 (2.02, 322). 

2. Breeds of Sheep were reported by owners as follows:- Merino 
8,247,274, Corriedale 112,958, Dorset Horn 15,525, Leicester Border 
14,170, Polwarth 6,22), Southdown 4,251, Romney Marsh 4,246, Suffolk 
4,229, Shropshire 2,210, Ryelands 1,881, Leicester English 1,191, Lincoln 
500, Hampshire Downs 180, Pure Breeds (not specified) 294, Merino Come- 
back 625,250. All Other (including Crossbred) 896,203. 

3. Lambing, 1938. During 1938, 4,202,848 (3,662,227) Ewes were 
mated and 3,077,634 (2,476,804) Lambs marked, percentage 73.23 (67.63). 
The number of lambs marked exceeded the record of the previous year. 

4, Winter Lambing 1939. 4,240,000 ewes were reported as either 
mated or intended to be mated for the Winter Lambing of 1939. In addi- 
tion 240,000 ewes were expected to be reserved for Spring Lambing. 
Details for the 1939 winter lambing are being obtained and will be pub- 
lished later. 

5e Wool Clip. 9,942,135 (8,654,764) sheep and lambs were shorn, the 
total clip including locks, bellies, pieces, etc. being 88, 445,467 
(74,893,269) lbs; an increase of 13,452,198 lbs. on the record clip of 
74,893,269 last year. The average fleece for sheep and lambs combined 
was 8.89 (8.65) and for sheep only 10.51 (10.13) lbs. 

6. Total Wool Production, Subject to Slight revision, it is esti- 
mated that the grand total wool production including the clip and wool 
fellmongered and wool on local skins exported was 100,000, 000( 86, 506, 388) 
ibs, inerease 15,395,612 lbs. value £3,800,000 (£4,070,500) decrease 
£270,500 the average value per lb. greasy being 9.10d. (11.28d.).

1. Numbers. All kinds 318,897 (324,163) decrease 5,266. Dairying 
Cattle 165,110 (164,903) increase 207, classified as follows ;:- In Milk 
1224/20 (222,147), Dry 29,979 (30,227) and Heifers springing 12,411 
(12,229). In addition there were 1,067 (14,625) other Heifers 

2,-Butter and Cheese. Provisional 1938-39 Butter 20,650,000 
(22,428,298) lbs. and Cheese 18,200,000 (15,516,879) lbs. Overseas 
Exports were - Butter 7,379,964 (8,848,241), Cheese 12,907,683 (10,109,467) 
lbs. The record production of cheese up to 1932-33 was 6,093,170 lbs, 
falling to 5,316,971 in 1933-34, since when each succeeding year has 
been a record. Cheese exports have increased from 1,578,780 lbs. in 
1932—33 and 667,172 lbs. in 1933-34.

V. GOYDER'S LINE OF RAINFALL AND LIVESTOCK, 

During the year 1938 the percentage to the total of sheep outside 
Goyder's line of Rainfall increased from 30.82 to 31.36, Cattle 30.77 to 
32,42 and Horses from 26.60 to 26.86. The numbers within and without the 
line for 1938 were Sheep 6,820,084 and 3,116,502, Cattle 215,520 and 
103,377, Horses 143,236 and 52,598.
